During February 


Apartment house construction 
continued to dominate the build- 
ing scene in Menlo Park during 
February, with new  multiple- 
family, dwelings accounting for 
half of the valuation of building 
permits issued during the month. 

Building activity of all types 
was light, however, according to 


figures released yesterday by 
Building Inspector James D. 
Steiger. 

Only 39 permits, authorizing 


construction of a total of $269,- 
340 worth of buildings, were is- 
sued. During the same month 
last year, 46 permits, authorizing 
a' total of $469,425 worth of con- 
struction, were issued. 

The apartment houses, construc- 
tion of which was started last 
month—three of them—will have 
a total valuation of $135,000. 
They include a total of 24 dwell- 
ing units. 

Four single-family residences 
were started during the month. 
They were assigned an aggregate 
valuation of $77,000 by the build- 
ing inspector.

Proposal Topic 
Of New Meet 


Teachers’ salary committee rep- 
resentatives were to meet with 
members of the Menlo Park 
School District board of trustees 
this morning, to discuss alternates 
to their proposal for pay increas- 
es submitted last week. 

The meeting” was set after 
district trustees expressed them- 
selves as “disapproving” of any 
plan to raise the district’s per- 
missive tax rate maximum from 
its present $1.75 per $100, to 
allow for higher teacher sal- 
aries. 

District Business Manager John 
C. Richert reported that, if the 
salary schedule as submitted were 
to be adopted, the district’s out- 
lay for next year would be $1000 
Sreater than forseeable revenues 
and funds on hand. 

To have been discussed this 
morning was an alternative sched- 
ule, which would allow for a $400. 
a-year increase in starting sala- 
ries, but not a $400-a-year “across 
the board” increase as proposed 
by the teachers last week. 
RETAINS FEATURES 

The compromise* proposal of- 
fered by the business manager al- 
so allowed for the start of the dis 
trict’s merit bonus system, and 
maintained some pay increments. 

Richert noted that the salary 
schedule originally proposed by 
the teachers would raise the dis- 
trict’s budget 13 percent: the 
compromise would raise it nine 
percent. 

This could be financed under 
the present tax rate, if such items 
as capital outlay and maintenance 
are trimmed drastically, he said. 

Charles, Barker, chairman of 
the teachers’ group, declared 
that the latter had studied Rich- 
ert’s proposal, and “saw no 
reason” why it should be cut. 

“Alternate plans could be put 
into effect . . . provided drastic 
cuts are made in educational serv- 
ices,” he said. “To recommend 
such an alternative would be con- 
trary to the principles under 
which good teachers operate. 

“The teachers . . . would like to 
suggest ... that in order to clari- 
fy the position of the community 
in regard to education, that this 
entire matter be placed in the 
hands of the citizens.
